Watch the Duke 
of Lancaster's 
Regiment march 
through the town 


RESIDENTS are invited to watch the 1st 
Battalion, The Duke of Lancaster's Regi- 
ment parade in Ormskirk today (Wednesday) 
to exercise its Freedom of the Borough with 
*drums beating, and bayonets fixed." 

All residents are welcome to attend and 
celebrate along with schools in Ormskirk, 
who will be invited to share the experience. 

As part of the parade, they will attend a 
church service at Ormskirk Parish church 
and later will be inspected by the High 
Sheriff of Lancashire with the Mayor. 

The 1st Battalion last paraded in West 
Lancashire in 2011 after originally receiv- 
ing the Freedom of the Borough in 2010. 

The ceremonial parade was due to take 
place in 2020 but had to be postponed due 
to the pandemic. 

The Regiment was formed in 2006 from the 
merger of three historic north west regi- 
ments. 

Between them they have won 60 Victoria 
Crosses and a George Cross and they are 
the only regiment of any army at any time 
in history to carry battle honours from 
every inhabited continent on their Colours. 

The Regiment is also known as the ‘Lions 
of England' and the Queen is the Colonel- 
in-Chief. 

The route will be stepping off from the 
council offices Derby Street at 10.30am, 
parading along Derby Street West to Orm- 
skirk Parish Church for a church service. 

Following the service at about 12.30pm, 
they will parade down Church Street onto 
Moor Street to the saluting base to be 
inspected by High Sheriff of Lancashire, 
Martin Ainscough DL, accompanied by Col 
AP Kennedy, Deputy Colonel of the Regi- 
ment, and the Mayor at 12.45pm. 

They will then continue along Wigan 
Road and then enter Abbotsford to arrive 
back at the council offices.

Two held on suspicion of 
producing drugs but blast 
currently being treated 
as ‘unexplained’ by police

TWO men have been arrested following the 
explosion at flats in Tanfields, Skelmersdale last 
week which left five people injured. 

The blast happened shortly after 6pm last Tuesday, 
May 17 and caused significant damage to a ground 
floor and first-floor flat. 

Three people were taken to hospital, one with a 
minor head injury and a man later attended hospital 
with burn injuries which were not life-threatening. 

Four people escaped from the first-floor flat and 
one person from the ground floor property while 
residents in neighbouring flats had to be temporar- 
ily evacuated. 

Police are keeping an open mind as to the cause of 
the explosion and at this stage it is being treated as 
unexplained. 

A 29-year-old man from Darlington was arrested 
last week on suspicion of production of a class B 
drug and causing an explosive substance likely to 
endanger life or cause serious injury. 

As part of the investigation police were looking to 
locate Robert Nolan, 40, from Skelmersdale. 

A 40-year-old man has also now been arrested on 
suspicion of producing controlled drug. He has since

been released on bail pending further enquiries. 

Police are continuing to appeal for witnesses and 
footage in relation the explosion. 

DC Sean Reddington, of South CID, said: "This 
incident has caused significant damage to the prop- 
erties and left a number of people displaced. 

"Our investigation is ongoing to establish the 
cause of the explosion and we would ask people to 
check any footage — phone, CCTV, dashcam or door- 
bell – that they may have covering the area to see if 
they have captured anything which could assist us. 

^We would also like to speak to anyone who saw 
anything suspicious earlier in the day of the incident 


or in the period directly after the explosion. We also 
want to hear from anybody who saw any suspicious 
vehicles in the area in the days before the explo- 
sion. 

"Whatever information you have, please get in 
touch."

24 hour gym to open at 
Hattersley retail park 
despite noise concerns

A GYM open 24 hours a day, seven days 
a week is set open in Ormskirk despite 
noise concerns from residents in nearby 
homes. 

PureGym is due to open at the Hattersley 
Centre retail park on Hattersley Way at a 
site which was used by Poundworld. 

Officers at West Lancashire Council are 
recommending that it be allowed to open 
and it is expected to be approved at a plan- 
ning committee meeting today 
(Wednesday, May 25). 

A planning document by a council officer 


states that there concerns over noise from ANA

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Drug dealer was found 
with a kilo bar of cocaine 
and £18,000 cash in car 


Man who was jailed 
for nine years kept 
huge stash of drugs 
in unit he rented

A DRUG dealer from Burscough who 
planned the supply of £800,000 worth of 
cocaine has been jailed for nine years and 
two months. 

John Germaine, 33, of Holt Drive, was 
arrested on September 27 last year on 
Bolton Road, Ashton-in-Makerfield, near 
Wigan, by officers from the specialist Mer- 
seyside Organised Crime Partnership 
(OCP). 

On the back seat of his white Ford Kuga 
was £13,000 in cash and a one kilo bar of 
cocaine with a purity of 83%. 

In the glove compartment, officers found a 
further £4,880 in cash and 124 grams of 
cocaine with a purity of 74%. 

OCP officers searched a storage unit in

Burscough which Germaine rented and they 
discovered nine more kilos of cocaine and 
6.4 kilos of cannabis. Germaine used the 
storage unit to prepare drugs for onwards 


supply. Between May 2019 and September 
2021 there were deposits and outgoings 
from Germaine’s bank account totalling 
around £133,000. 

During the same period he paid just £730 
tax from his job as a courier. 

Germaine admitted possession with intent 
to supply Class A and B drugs and posses- 
sion of criminal property at Liverpool Crown 
Court. 

Alongside him was Daniel Weaver, 35, of 
Cherry Lane, Anfield, Liverpool. 

Weaver was a passenger in the car when it 
was stopped and his fingerprints were on 
some of the cocaine packaging. 

He was convicted by a jury of possession 
with intent to supply Class A drugs and 
acquiring/using criminal property. He was 
jailed for seven years. 

The OCP is a specialist team of officers 
from the National Crime Agency and Mer- 
seyside Police. 

The unit was formed to help fight drugs 
and firearms crime across Merseyside. 

Detective Chief Inspector Paul Speight 
said: “Germaine was clearly an important 
link between street deals and larger consign- 
ments of drugs moving around the North 
West. 

“He played a leading role in this conspiracy 
as he’d rented and operated a secure loca- 
tion where he could prepare his deals.”

The planning statement adds that it would help 
relieve the pressure for houses of multiple occupation 
(HMOs) in the residential areas of Ormskirk. 

HMOs have been causes of community tension in the 
town. 

This scheme also hopes to help “support the vitality 
and viability of Ormskirk town centre through addi- 
tional footfall and expenditure.” 

The proposed development would also “comply with 
the relevant policies in the development plan and 
would result in a number of benefits.” 

The planning document for the application states:

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Drainage system defects 
caused 2016 flash floods 


County council working to 
improve resilience as climate 
change set to make torrential 
downpours more common

DEFECTS to drainage systems on 
public and private land caused the 
flash floods in Skelmersdale in 2016, 
according to a report. 

The Lancashire County Council report 
outlines action needed to improve resili- 
ence to flooding and also identifies 
lessons learned to help reduce the risks from sim- 
ilar incidents in the future. 

The defects to drainage systems in Skelmersdale 
were identified and either repaired by the county 
council or highlighted to other agencies or 
landowners so they could address the issues. 

Flash flooding is becoming much more common 
in the UK because of climate change, where 
higher temperatures are leading to more unpre- 
dictable torrential downpours. 

County Councillor Stephen Clarke, lead member 
for flooding, said: “Incidents like these are becom-

ing more and more commonplace due to climate 
change. 

“Its difficult for any drainage systems to cope 
with the extra strain this puts on them, but we 
must adapt. We're working with our partners, 
land and building owners and encouraging them 
to put measures in place to ensure floodwater 
doesn't enter property, and to take steps to ensure 
their property can bounce back quicker if it is 
flooded." 

County Councillor Shaun Turner, cabinet mem- 
ber for environment added: “Ensuring the natural

"We've introduced a new flood risk management 
strategy and we're working on projects such as 
peatland restoration programmes and tree plant- 
ing schemes, which help to hold back water to 
prevent floods and slow the flow into the rivers 
network. 

"Improved drainage measures will also ensure 
our county is more resistant to climate change." 
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Boy, 15, arrested 
near station for 
having craft knife 


A TEENAGER from Burscough was 
arrested by police near Southport 
railway station for being in posses- 
sion of a craft knife. 

The 15-year-old was stopped by 
officers last week on London Street, 
near to the entrance to the railway 
station, on suspicion of possession of 
cannabis. 

After a search was carried out, the 
teenager was found to be in posses- 
sion of cannabis and a craft knife. 

Due to the location of the arrest, the 
investigation has been passed over to 
the British Transport Police. 

It comes during a week when 
officers have been working to reduce 
knife crime in the Southport and 
Formby areas with knife crime 
presentations were carried out by 
officers at high schools. 

Meanwhile, police have also been 
conducting ‘test purchasing opera- 
tions' in local shops, where they 
challenge staff on store regulations 
and legislation over selling knife 
products to minors. 

Of the five shops where these tests 
were carried out, two stores failed, 
leading to advice being given to store 
management. 


Clock Tower set to be 
fixed in time for Jubilee

ORMSKIRK'S Clock Tower in the 
town centre is set to be working 
again in time for the Jubilee celebra- 
tions. 

Residents have been lobbying the 
authority for some time for the clock 
to be fixed and West Lancashire Bor- 
ough Council has confirmed it will 
now be repaired in time the Queen's 
Platinum Jubilee on Thursday, June 
2 


The Champion recently published a 
letter from a resident which stated 
that the broken clock reflected badly 
on the town as it was a focal point in 
Ormskirk. 

They added that it was ironic that 
one of the new artworks in the town 
depicted a famous clock maker from 
Ormskirk. 

A borough council spokesperson 
stated that they had been working to 
get the Clock Tower fixed. 

She said: ^We have been in close 
contact with clockmakers Smith of 
Derby regarding the refurbishment 
of the clock's parts which are now, 
unfortunately, obsolete. 

“There has been a delay in the 
delivery of the new parts from the 
clockmaker's suppliers, but Smith of 
Derby have confirmed all works will 
be completed by Tuesday, May 31. 

This will ensure that the clock 
remains in reliable working order 
for many years to come and will be 
operational in good time for the bor- 
ough's Jubilee celebrations."

A 12-YEAR-OLD whose mum had a 
stillbirth and a miscarriage in 2019 
is running 10K to raise money for a 
cold cot which allows parents 
more time with their deceased 
baby. 

Oscar Rigby, 12, and his best friend

Catholic High School in Ormskirk 
will be planning to hold the fun- 
draiser at Chaffers running track in 
Waterloo. 

Oscars mum, Natalie, 40, 
explained she had a stillbirth at the 
beginning of 2019 and lost Jensen 
and in the same year, she had a late 
miscarriage losing Theo. 

Natalie said: “When I gave birth to 
Jensen at home, I haemorrhaged and 
had to go by blue light to Ormskirk 
Hospital, and was then rushed to 
theatre. While I was in theatre, a 
lovely bereavement midwife called 
Joanne asked Andrew if he would 
like a cold cot for baby Jensen to go

in. A cold cot is basically a cot that 
has a built-in refrigerator to keep the 
cot really cold so parents can spend 
more time with their baby. 

“Ormskirk Rainbow team also 
allowed us to take a small portable 
cold cot home, until Jensen's 
funeral. 

“We also used the cold cot when we 
lost Theo, who was a late miscar- 
riage. 

“Not long after Theo died, Oscar 
wanted to do something to help and 
came up with the idea of the 
sponsored run. They are already over 
the £1,000 mark. 

"Oscar, being the best big brother, 
would like to raise as much money as 
he can to be able to give back to the 
hospital. So, he and his lovely friend 
Jimmy are running 10k to raise 


awareness and to fund-raise as much 
money as they can. Oscar and Jimmy 
are so excited to be able to do this - to 
thank Ormskirk for all they did for 
our two angels, me and our little 
family." 

A cold cot is £8,000 and the boys 
are hoping to raise £3,000. 

Natalie added: ^We are wanting to 
raise as much money as possible but 
also raise awareness of stillbirths and 
miscarriages.

THE price of things, you might have noticed, 
has been going up recently. 

This includes - and bear with me on this one 
- the going rate for ultra-rare classic racing 
cars. Hard-pressed working people, like Rishi 
Sunak, Sir Alan Sugar and that bloke who runs 
JD Wetherspoon are no longer able to afford 
the highest of high-end cars because the price 
just went up. To £115million, as the now- 
confirmed world record price would have it. 

The story goes that Mercedes-Benz wanted 
to sell off one of its prized 300SLR ‘Ulenhaut’ 
Coupés - only two exist, and until very recently, 
it owned both of them. If you're a petrolhead it 
might look familiar because it bears a passing 
resemblance to the merely very expensive 
300SL ‘Gullwing; but these prototypes have 
bespoke bodywork and the straight-eight 
engine based on that of the W196R Grand 
Prix car. It also had a fairly high-profile career, 
showing off the carmaker’s heritage around the 
world, and Mercedes was insistent that anyone 
who bought it would not be allowed to simply 
squirrel it away in a heated garage somewhere, 
never to be seen again. 

So it asked various members of the one per 
cent to bring their private jets to Stuttgart, 
treated them to a slap-up lunch at its museum 
and then asked RM Sotheby’s to auction it. 

The final price was €135 million, making 
it the most valuable cars ever sold at auction, 
one of the top 10 most expensive things sold 
at auction, and the first time I can remember 
that a Ferrari 250 GTO hasn't held that honour. 
For the same money, you could buy 9,737 Kia 
Picantos, 50 Bugatti Chirons, or an entire Jack 
Grealish. With enough change spare for a 
stately home.
